Protection of Inventions in the Soviet Union 


UNITED KINGDOM delegation visited the Soviet Union with 

the object of discussing with the competent Soviet authorities 

the protection available in the U.S.S.R. for United Kingdom 
inventions. The delegation, which left London on November 26 
and returned on December 11, consisted of Mr. Gordon Grant, the 
Comptroller-General of Patents, Mr. William Wallace, Assistant 
Comptroller of the Industrial Property Department, and Mr. H. R. 
Mathys, a Fellow of the Chartered Institute of Patent Agents and a 
Director of Courtaulds Limited. Mr. Mathys was, however, un- 
fortunately forced by indisposition to return to London before the 
other members of the delegation. 


The delegation had most of its discussions with what corresponds 
in the Soviet Union to the Patent Office, i.e. the Committee on 
Inventions and Discoveries under the Council of Ministers of the 
U.S.S.R. It also had talks with the All-Union Chamber of Commerce 
in Moscow which acts as an intermediary between the foreign owner 
of an invention and the Committee in the grant of Russian patents 
ind, after grant, notifies the patentee of any interest shown in the 
Soviet Union in the use of his invention, and with the Ministry of 
Foreign ‘Trade which has a general responsibility for the licensing in 
the Soviet Union, of foreign owned patents. 


An inventor, Russian or foreign, has, by Soviet law, the option to 
week either a patent, which gives him a monopoly in his invention 
which no one may then use without his permission, or an ‘author’s 
certificate.’ In the latter case, he assigns his invention to the State 
which remunerates him according to the amount of use made of his 
mvention and the resultant saving to the economy. Since the latter 
system involves the inventor in less expense and fits much more 
aptly into an economic system in which all the means of production 
ae controlled by the State, Soviet inventors invariably seek authors’ 
certificates rather than patents. Foreign owners of inventions, on 
the other hand, tend to seek patents. 


The new Soviet law of April 1959, so far as it concerns patents, does 
not differ in its essentials from the laws of the other countries of the 
world. There is, of course, in the absence of contractual obligations, 
nothing to stop the copying of foreign inventions in the Soviet Union 
unless they are patented there. But the Soviet Law, like those of other 
wuntries, provides the means whereby, if the necessary steps are 
taken, inventions can be protected. Before a patent is granted the 
invention must be described in a specification and a search is made 
through Soviet and foreign patents and technical literature to make 
sure that the invention is new. It must also have actual or potential 


‘industrial util‘ty,’ i.e. it must be in a field which, in the opinion of 
the competent Soviet technical organization, is one in which there is 
or is likely to be activity. This latter test finds no place in the United 
Kingdom system which demands instead that the invention be not 
‘obvious.’ If the invention passes these tests a patent is granted and, 
provided renewal fees are paid each year, the patent lasts for 15 years 
from the date of application. Subject to the powers reserved to the 
State to issue compulsory licences (on payment of remuneration to 
the patentee) ‘where an invention is of special importance to the 
State’ — and there is something like this in the laws of most countries — 
it is an offence, during this period, to use the invention without the 
patentee’s consent. The delegation was told that the patentee’s 
monopoly embraces not only the right to prevent others from making 
goods incorporating the invention but also the right to prevent them 
from importing such goods. 


If a Soviet factory wishes to use an invention the Soviet patent 
for which is owned by a foreigner, the latter is notified by the Chamber 
of Commerce. The actual contract is negotiated by the Soviet Ministry 
of Foreign Trade and one of the import-export corporations. The 
exact division of responsibility is not clear but there is no doubt that 
the overall responsibility rests with the Ministry. The delegation was 
told of examples of licences negotiated in this way, It is usually sought 
to make such licences subject to arbitration before the arbitration 
tribunals of the All-Union Chamber of Commerce in Moscow. 


On the question whether or not a patent (or author’s certificate) shall 
be granted, the Committee on Inventions and Discoveries has the 
final word. The Committee has its own appeals procedures which, 
the delegates were told, include a right for the inventor to appear and 
be heard. Disputes as to the ownership of inventions are heard by 
the ordinary courts. If infringement of a patent is suspected, the 
Committee would, it seems, look into this. In addition, the delegation 
was told, by the Ministry of Foreign Trade, that infringement actions 
can be brought before the ordinary courts. It seems reasonable to 
assume, however, that no such action has ever been brought. 


The Soviet officials who received the delegation expressed them- 
selves as anxious to avoid any misunderstanding and the discussions 
took place in an atmosphere of cordiality and good will. It was clear 
that the Soviet officials were interested in foreign patent practice, 
and the delegation got the impression that, so far as the different 
economic systems permit, were tending to bring their law and practice 
into line with those followed elsewhere. They seemed interested in 
the International Convention and had evidently given a good deal of

The language problem and the widely differing 
concepts of the rights to be enjoyed by the individual as against official 
will no doubt lead to some problems. But it seems clear that, at th 
worst, the owners of worthwhile inventions who contemplate 
trading with the Russians can only lose the fees they pay and, from 
the assurance given to the delegation, may well have a good 4 dea 
to gain if they patent these inventions in the Soviet Union. In the light 
of this it seems only reasonable that the Soviet system should be givet 
a fair trial. 


The delegation proposes to issue a more detailed report, with” 
translation of the new Soviet Patent Law at a later date. 


The delegation took the opportunity to discuss the protection @ 
trade marks in the Soviet Union.

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60 British Exhibition in New York 








from June 10-26, 1960, organized by British Overseas Fairs 

Ltd. (acompany controlled by the Federation of British Indus- 
ties), at which the British Government will have the biggest single 
ahibit were given at Press Conferences held in London and New 
York last week. 


The Government exhibit, which is being executed for the Board 
of Trade by the Central Office of Information, will be on the ground 
foor and will be the first exhibit to be seen by visitors to the exhibition. 
It will use some entirely new display techniques to emphasize 
Britain’s position in the modern world and to show that she is in the 
forefront of modern scientific and technological developments. This 
will be followed by a display of some of British industry’s most out- 
sanding recent achievements in engineering and industrial processes, 
put on jointly by the organizers and the Board of Trade. 


Surrounding this display will be a number of striking prestige 
ahibits organized by the Iron and Steel Industry, Shipbuilding 
Industry, British Broadcasting Corporation, Royal Mint, London 
Clearing Bankers, Lloyds of London, Port of London Authority, 
md the British Travel and Holidays Association (together with 
BOAC and BEA). Also on this floor will be shown some of the G.P.O’s 
wllection of stamps, which they have lent to B.O.F. for the exhibition, 
including some of the original Penny Blacks, the first stamps ever to 
beused anywhere in the world. There will also be a section to show 
the opportunities for United States investment in the United King- 
dom, in which the Development Councils for Scotland, Northern 
Irland and Wales will take part, and a Central Information Bureau 
with separate inquiry counters staffed by the Board of Trade, the 
British Information Services in the U.S.A., the Dollar Exports 
Council, the Federation of British Industries and the British- American 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The main features on the second floor will be a large specially 
decorated area (60 ft. high, 130 ft. long, 110 ft. wide) devoted to 
British top quality consumer goods, and alongside it a series of fur- 
aished rooms, both contemporary and traditional, in which some of 
wr most beautiful furniture and furnishing fabrics, carpets, china, 
glass, cutlery, sports goods and other consumer products will be shown. 
Also on this floor will be radio, T.V. and electronic equipment, and a 
wide variety of engineering products. 


The third floor will house a magnificent display of British 
machinery and engineering products of all kinds. Most of the great 
names of British engineering will be represented. ‘The British Motor 
Show, which will also be on this floor, will be the biggest single 
ndustrial display in the exhibition. It is the first time that the British 
wtomobile industry has shown a full range of commercial vehicles, 
th light and heavy, in the United States. 


[irom OF THE British Exhibition to be held in New York 
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british Hospitality 

The atmosphere of the fourth floor will be quite different. An 
English inn, organized by the Brewers’ Society and staffed in tradi- 
tonal way by English barmaids, will invite the American visitor to 
¢joy true British hospitality. The Scotch Whisky Association will 
thow the skill which goes into making their famous product. A speci- 
lity grocery store will show — and sell retail — the high-grade British 
loodstuffs and beverages which have become increasingly popular in 
North America in recent years. Other shops will sell quality goods as 
suvenirs or gifts and there will be a special shop for sales of British 
periodicals, including British trade and technical journals. Additional 

good dea atures being planned for this floor are an English garden, a cinema 
In the ligh f for showing filmed British television programmes and documentary 
ld be givet f films, and a series of cartoons, selected by Punch and the New Yorker, 
toshow ‘How We Laugh Together.’ 


June is a month when many out-of-town visitors are in New York, 
ind their numbers will be stimulated next year by the fact that 
President Eisenhower has proclaimed 1960 ‘Visit the U.S.A.’ year. 
ltis anticipated that upwards of 500,000 people will visit the exhibition 
during its 17 days, and that there will be not less than 25,000 trade 
buyers from all over the Americas. The co-ordinating designers are 
Mr. James Gardner and Mr. John Lansdell who handled the British 
Pavilions at the Brussels International Exhibition 1958. 


The organizers also announced that they have concluded arrange- 
ments, with the approval of both the British and United States 
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Government Will Have Largest Single Exhibit 


Governments, for the holding of a British Military Tournament and 
Tattoo in New York from June 18 to July 4. This is the first time that 
a British Military ‘Tournament and ‘Tattoo has ever been staged in 
the United States. It will be held in New York’s Madison Square 
Garden, only a short distance from the Coliseum Building at Columbus 
Circle where the British Exhibition will be held. 


Nearly 500 British troops from all three services will take part. 
R.A.F. ‘Transport Command will provide an airlift for the troops 
both ways. 


The United States War Department is co-operating by making 
accommodation and messing available for the troops whilst in New 
York. 

Present plans provide for ceremonial drill displays by units to be 
drawn from all five regiments of Her Majesty’s Foot Guards. They 
will be accompanied by the corps of drums of the Grenadier and 
Coldstream Guards and by the Royal Air Force Regiment Colour 
Guard with its own band. 


Trumpeters of the Household Cavalry will open the show. The 
Royal Marines will participate in an assault course «ace. A display of 
motorcycle acrobatics will be staged by the Royal Signals Motor Cycle 
Display ‘Team. ‘The physical training team of the Royal Air Force 
will give their famous gymnastic display. 

In addition to the bands and display units, there will be Massed 
Pipers and Drummers. These will be marshalled from stations in 
the United Kingdom and Germany. The Massed Pipers will also 
play for teams of Highland Dancers from Scottish Regiments who will 
participate in the performance. 


Among the massed bands will be the 60th Rifles, who have a unique 
association with New York, since they were organized as the 62nd 
Loyal Regiment on Governors Island on Christmas Day 1755. 


The Queen has consented to lend her patronage to the exhibition, 
and the President of the United States has agreed to serve as co-patron 
with the Queen. 


United Kingdom Participation in 
International Fairs 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, the President of the Board of Trade, 
in answer to a question in Parliament on December 16 about British 
participation in international trade fairs in 1960, said: “The Board 
of Trade will, in 1960, be primarily concerned to give full support 
to the all-British exhibition to be organized by the Federation of 
British Industries in New York. In addition, it will mount official 
displays in two general international fairs, one in Europe and one in 
Canada. It will be responsible for organizing United Kingdom sections 
in four other such fairs in Europe and Africa. It is planning to 
collaborate with six trade associations to mount displays of British 
products at specialized fairs in Europe and Australia. Full details 
are as follows: 


New York: British Exhibition, June 10-26. 
Milan: International Samples Fair, April 12-27. 
Toronto: Canadian National Exhibition, August/September. 
Poznan: International Fair, June 12-26. 
Vienna: International Spring Trade Fair, March 13-20. 
Johannesburg: Union Exposition, April 4-23. 
Casablanca: International Trade Fair, April 28-May 15. 
Cologne: International Furniture Fair, February 11-15. 
Nuremberg: International Toy Fair, March 3-8. 
Cologne: Household Goods and Hardware Fair, March 11-14. 
Dusseldorf: International Exhibition of Packaging Machines, 
Confectionery Machines and Packaging Materials (INTER- 
PACK), April 20-27. 
Melbourne: Toy Fair, May 16-21. 
Frankfurt: International Exhibition of Laundry, Dry Cleaning 
and Dyeing Trades, June 19-26. 
Dusseldorf: International Exhibition of Measuring Instruments 
(INTERKAMA), October 19-26. 
Other plans under consideration have not yet reached the stage 
at which they can be announced (see last week’s Board of Trade 
Journal, page 999). 
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President Sees Scottish M.Ps 


TuHeE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
and Mr. Niall Macpherson, Joint Under-Secretary of State for 
Scotland, received a deputation of Members of Parliament representing 
Fife, consisting of Sir James Henderson-Stewart, Mr. W. W. Hamilton, 
Dr. Alan Thompson, and Mr. H. P. H. Gourlay, on December 16. 


The employment position in general and in the Central West 
Fife area in particular was discussed. Special reference was made to 
coal pit closures and the threat of increasing unemployment. 


On December 17 the President saw another deputation of Scottish 
Members of Parliament consisting of Mr. Tom Fraser, Mr. J. H. 
Hoy, Mr. G. Lawson and Mr. Macpherson, who pressed for action 
to ensure that some expansion of the motor manufacturing industry 
was carried out there. 


O.E.E.C. Discuss Scientific Training 


FURTHER measures to improve the training and utilization of highly 
qualified scientists and engineers in Europe were discussed at the 
eighth meeting of the O.E.E.C. Governing Committee for Scientific 
and Technical Personnel, held in Paris under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. H. Friis, Director of the Danish National Institute of Social 
Research. 


The Committee considered the outline of the operational pro- 
gramme of its third year, which contains the following items: 
assessment of resources of scientific and technical personnel in relation 
to economic growth; the Annual Review; the flow of talent into 
scientific and technical education ; basic education in science (curricular 
reform in secondary schools and universities, training and retraining 
of science teachers); advanced training in specialized fields of science 
and technology; the training of scientific and technical personnel fo1 
industry; utilization of existing scientists and engineers; help to 
countries with special problems of basic educational development. 


In order to promote a better understanding of the role of education, 
and particularly education in science and engineering, in relation to 
economic growth, the Committee will continue to study problems of 
investment in education and the relationship between technical 
progress and economic development. 


Functions of Forest Products Research Laboratory 


THE Council for Scientific and Industrial Research have reviewed 
the operation of the arrangements they made early in 1958, under 
which they asked the Timber Development Association to assume 
responsibility for certain aspects of timber research previously 
discharged by the Forest Products Research Laboratory. The Research 
Council have therefore re-stated their general policy for the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory in the following terms: 


“There is a continuing need in the national interest, both for 
research of a fundamental character on timber (but with ultimate 
practical applications) and for work of immediate benefit to the 
Forestry Commission and timber users. This work is best done 
at the Forest Products Research Laboratory with financial 
support from industry wherever possible. The Laboratory’s 
programme should be co-ordinated with that of the Timber 
Development Association Research and Development Committee 
and/or of any Research Association which may be set up, but 
should primarily be devised to ensure that the interests of Gov- 
ernment and the whole timber industry (producers and users, as 
well as merchants) are served to the best advantage.

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Anglo-Polish Trade Talks 


DISCUSSIONS have taken place in London between the Polish Tag, 
Delegation and the United Kingdom Government on the terms ¢ 
a new Trade Arrangement, to replace the ‘Three Year Trade A 
ment of December 31, 1956, and on the level of trade in 1960. 


The two Delegations have been unable to reach agreement on they 
matters and discussions have, therefore, been postponed. It is hope 
to resume discussions in the Spring. 


In the meantime, agreement has been reached to the extension of 
the validity of the current Trade Arrangement until June 30, 196 
and to the establishment of quotas for the import of each other 
goods during this period equal to 50 per cent. of the quotas agree 
for 1959, except in the case of imports of Polish bacon into the Unite 
Kingdom. The United Kingdom import quota for Polish baco, 
during this period will be 20,000 tons. 


‘Freefone’ Service being Extended to Whole 
Country 


THE GENERAL POST OFFICE announce that the ‘Freefone’ service 
which started experimentally a year ago in South Wales, is being 
extended to the rest of the country. ‘Freefone’ is intended primarily 
for business concerns which wish to encourage their customers 
agents to make telephone calls to them without having to pay fo 
them. 


Subscribers will pay a subscription for this service varying from 
£1 5s. to £12 10s. a quarter according to the extent of the area from 
which they wish to accept ‘Freefone’ calls. In addition, they will pa 
the normal call charges for each call together with a transfer fee of 34. 


Callers, including those using call offices, will be able to make: 
call without payment to a ‘Freefone’ subscriber by asking the exchang 
operator for the appropriate ‘Freefone’ number. Calls will be handle 
similarly to normal transferred charge calls except that they will k 
accepted without question by the ‘Freefone’ subscriber. The servic 
will apply to trunk and local calls. 


Seasonally Adjusted Statistics 


THE NOVEMBER issue of the O.E.E.C. Bulletin of General Statistic, 
now available from H.M. Stationery Office, includes a supplement 
giving a number of seasonally adjusted series of statistics of important 
economic indicators of O.E.E.C. member countries. Most of thes 
series have been adjusted, using Method II of the Bureau of th 
Census, United States Department of Commerce, the lengthy ca: 
culations involved having been carried out by electronic computer. 


Foreign trade statistics of O.E.E.C. countries are among the serie 
included in this supplement. In the case of the United Kingdom’ 
foreign trade, the figures given are based on the Board of Trade’s figures 
which were first published in the Board of Trade Journal (page 685) 
on November 6. The methods used by the Board in seasonally adjusting 
these figures are also based, with certain variations, on Method I! 
of the United States Bureau of the Census. Seasonally adjusted 
series, aS was pointed out in the article introducing them, are no 
intended to replace the original data, nor do they eliminate the need 
for the greatest care in their analysis, but they should nevertheles 
prove to be of considerable assistance in interpreting the movement 
in external trade.

Questions in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked 
and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday December 17 


Waste Paper Recovery 


The President of the Board of Trade was asked what was the 
amount of waste paper recovered during the past 12 months; how 
this compared with the amount salvaged in the previous 12 months; 
and if full publicity was still given to the necessity to save all waste 
paper. 


Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, said that in 
1958 the quantity of waste paper taken in by the paper mills was 
1,169,000 tons. In 1957 it was 1,092,000 tons. He thought that pub- 
licity could safély be left to those whose business it was to collect 
waste paper. 


Fertilizer Industry Report 


A Member asked the President the reasons for the delay in the 
publication of the report of the Monopolies Commission on the 
Fertilizer Industry laid before Parliament on July 24, 1959. 


Mr. Erroll replied that the report was now with the printers. It 
would probably be ready for publication next February.

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Occupational Safety and Health Information 
Centre 


EARLY in 1960 the Industrial Safety Division of the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Accidents will begin its part in an international 
scheme intended to promote wider understanding of industrial safety 
and allied subjects among safety officers, works managers, industrial 
physicians, trade unionists and research workers. The essential 
aim of this scheme is to make information available, rapidly and 
systematically, on literature and legislation dealing with all aspects 
of occupational safety and health. Every type of industrial activity 
will be covered, including engineering, mining and quarrying, 
agriculture, transport, dock work, public services and civil engineering.

£298 million and imports at £357 million, with re-exports 

amounting to £10 million. Although below the high figures 
of October, these totals, taken with those for recent periods, are 
consistent with a strong underlying trend of increase in both exports 
and imports. ‘The estimates of trend* shown on the charts (opposite) 
have been carried forward one month to August; the average level of 
both United Kingdom exports and imports in the following three 
months was well above the level of the trend-lines at that point. 


The following comparisons are based on figures adjusted to discount 
normal seasonal variation.* The rate of export of United Kingdom 
products in the three months from September to November was 
6 per cent. greater than in the previous three months June to August, 
while the rate of import increased between these periods by 7 per 
cent. In the first 11 months of this year the rate of export was 44 per 
cent. greater, and the import rate 6 per cent. greater than the 1958 
annual average, and both were about equal to the rates of 1957. 
Ke-exports in the last three months averaged £12 million, compared 
with £10 million in the previous three months.

Exports 


As seasonally adjusted figures are not available for the various 
components of total United Kingdom exports, movements in them 
can only be compared by reference to the figures for the corresponding

periods of the previous year. The increase in total exports of United 
Kingdom products in September-November compared with 
September-November 1958 was 8 per cent.; in January-August the 
increase compared with the corresponding period of 1958 had been 
3 per cent. 


The increase in September-November was widespread among 
products and countries of destination. Table 2 shows exports of 1 
selection of categories of products and total United Kingdom export 
to each of the six main areas. 


Exports of engineering products in the last three months were 8 pet 
cent. greater than a year earlier, in spite of falls in ships, aircraft and 
railway vehicles. This increase was the equivalent of £9 million! 
month, compared with £21 million for all exports. Non-electri 
machinery, with an increase of 16 per cent., contributed £7-4 million 
and road vehicles and parts £5-9 million, with increases of 24 pe 
cent. in cars and 25 per cent. in commercial vehicles and chassis. 
There were also increases of 7 per cent. in electrical machinefy, 
apparatus and appliances, and of 14 per cent. in scientific instrument,

Exports of a range of domestic electric appliances distinguished in the 

Trade Accounts, although not at present very large in relation either 

to home sales or to total exports of engineering products, showed an 

Mrease on a year earlier in September-November, after being below 

lst year’s levels earlier in the year. Exports of domestic refrigerators, 
Wwever, remained below the leve! of a year earlier. 


Exports to North America made the largest contribution to the 
total increase in exports of cars, with Canada taking 51 per cent. and 
the United States 15 per cent. more than in the same months of last 
year, but there were also large increases to all the major West European 
countries except France; exports to Belgium, the Netherlands, Den- 
mark and Switzerland doubled or tripled in value. The increase in 


machinery exports was also widespread, and included increases of 
64 per cent. to the United States, 34 per cent. to Canada, 28 per cent. 
to India, 15 per cent. to Australia and 89 per cent. to the Soviet Union, 
as well as substantial increases to a number of Western European 
countries. 


Iron and steel exports increased by 19 per cent. to a wide range of 
markets; exports to the United States because of the strike there 
accounted for less than one-third of the increase. There was also an 
increase of 10 per cent. in non-ferrous metals, but the increase in the 
metals group as a whole was limited to 10 per cent. as there was no 
change in the value of exports of miscellaneous metal manufactures. 


Exports of textiles were 6 per cent. up on a year earlier, mainly 
owing to a 17 per cent. increase in woollen and worsted yarns and 
fabrics, mainly to Western Europe. There was also a 5 per cent. 
increase in exports of man-made fibre yarns and fabrics, and cotton 
textile exports compared much better with a year ago than earlier in 
the year. Exports of wool tops increased by 25 per cent., and of 
man-made staple fibre by 78 per cent.; both of these, though products 
of the textile industry, are included in the Trade Accounts with basic 
materials. 


There was an increase of 7 per cent. in exports of food, beverages 
and tobacco. About half was due to a 10 per cent. increase in beverages, 
mainly whisky, and half to exports of grain, particularly barley. 

Exports of petroleum products were down in value by 3 per cent., 
and of solid fuels by 24 per cent. 


Export Markets 


Increases in exports to North America and Western Europe 
accounted for almost all the increase. Proportionally the increase to 
North America was still greater, at 25 per cent., than that to Western 
Europe, which amounted to 16 per cent., but the absolute value of 
the increase in exports to Western Europe was rather larger. There 
were also increases of 5 per cent. in exports to Latin America, and 
21 per cent. in exports to Soviet Eastern Europe, and a slight increase 
in total sterling area exports. 


Exports to Canada (up by 31 per cent.) were responsible for nearly 
half of the total increase in exports to North America in the last 
three months, after showing comparatively little increase (4 per cent.) 
in the first eight months of the year, but exports to the United States 
was still up by 21 per cent. There was a 15 per cent. increase in 
cars to the United States and increases in a number of other categories, 
including a 79 per cent. increase in non-electrical machinery, a 
144 per cent. increase in iron and steel, and a 72 per cent. increase in 
non-ferrous metals. 


There were substantial increases in exports to almost all the West 
European countries, including those in the Common Market, the 
exceptions being Portugal, Spain and Greece. There were increases 
of over 20 per cent. to Sweden, Switzerland, Austria, the Netherlands, 
Italy, Turkey, Finland and Yugoslavia, and increases of 19 per 
cent. to France and 14 per cent. to Germany. 


Among sterling area countries, exports to Australia in the last three 
months were 64 per cent. greater than a year earlier, after being down 
by 11 per cent. in the first eight months of the year. There were also 
increases to many other sterling countries, including a 9 per cent. 
increase to India, but exports to New Zealand and South Africa 
were still down by 12 and 16 per cent. respectively compared with 
the corresponding period of last year; in the earlier part of the year 
the falls had, however, amounted to 32 and 22 per cent. 


Imports 


Imports in September-November were 11 per cent., or £33°5 
million per month, more than in the corresponding period of last 
year, compared with a 5 per cent. increase in the first eight months of 
the year over a year earlier. The increase was mainly in basic materials 
(+17 per cent., or £11-6 million a month) and manufactures imported 
largely for further processing (+21 per cent., or £10°6 million), but 
there was also a large increase in imports of finished manufactures 
(+35 per cent., or £9-1 million) and a small increase of 3 per cent., 
or £3-6 million a month, in food, drink and tobacco imports. 


Industrial Materials 


Increases in imports of textile materials were responsible for 
£4-7 million out of the total increase of £11-6 million a month in

unprotected adhesive backing, and any rectangular articles cut 
therefrom, not further worked.

Council of Association’s Ninth Meeting 


THE Council of Association between the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment and the High Authority of the European Coal and Steel 
Community met on Friday in London. The United Kingdom 
Delegation expressed their satisfaction that the consultations held this 
year on the Agreement of Association concerning the allocation of the 
duty-free coal import quota for the Federal Republic of Germany 
had been successful. 

The Council received reports from its Coal and Steel Committees 
and reviewed the situation regarding production and consumption of 
coal and steel both in the United Kingdom and in the Community. 
The two delegations also exchanged views on market prospects. 

As regards the coal situation, the United Kingdom and High 
Authority representatives described the measures which were being 
taken to meet the slackening of demand, including the closure of a 
number of pits. "The Council instructed the Coal Committee to 
proceed with a detailed examination of the United Kingdom and 
Community energy outlook and coal prospects and to prepare a 
report analyzing the main trends in the energy market. 

It was reported that increasing industrial production both in the 
Community and in the United Kingdom had led to a strongly in- 
creased demand for steel. In the Community steel production in 1959 
was likely to reach a record figure of about 63 million metric tons. In 
the United Kingdom output was expected to be higher than in 1958 
and the steel industry was now working almost at full capacity. 

Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, led the 
United Kingdom Delegation and presided at the meeting. Other 
U.K. representatives were Mr. Richard Wood, Minister of Power, Sir 
James Bowman, Chairman of the National Coal Board, and Sir Cyril 
Musgrave, Chairman of the [ron and Ste vel Roard.

The Sampling and Analysis of Fuel Gases 


B.S. 3156:1959 is the second British Standard in a series on the 
sampling and analysis of gases (the first, 3.S. 1756:1952 dealt with 


gases). 

The well established methods specified are, in general, applicable 
to most fuel gases — the chief of which are coal gas, water gas, car- 
buretted water gas, producer gas, methane, sewage gases, blast- 
furnace gases, Mond gas, Tully gas and oil gas. Fuel gases in the 
British Isles are made chiefly from coal, coke or oil, and the standard 
deals principally with such gases. 

The material in this comprehensive volume is arranged in three 

Sampling, General Analysis, and Special Determinations. 
Methods are specified for obtaining snap samples, samples collected 
over a period under steady conditions, and samples collected over a 
period under fluctuating conditions. 

Three types of apparatus for general analysis are described and 
ilustrated: the constant-volume apparatus, the soap-film apparatus, 
and the ‘Metro’ apparatus for nitrogen. Special determinations com- 
prise those dealing with sulphur compounds, condensable vapours, 
nitrogenous gum, tar, fog, ammonia, naphthalene, water vapour, 
hydrogen cyanide, iron carbonyl, specific gravity and miscellaneous 
properties. ‘The determination of calorific value is briefly discussed; 
it will later form the subject of a separate British Standard. 

‘The preparation of the standard,’ reads the Foreword of the new 
publication, ‘has been greatly facilitated by the co-operation of 
organizations who have provided details of their methods of analysis 
.. The methods are based mainly on information supplied by the 
British Coal Utilization Research Association, British Coke Research 
Association, the former D.S.I.R. Fuel Research Station, North 
Thames Gas Board and South Eastern Gas Board. 

The standard does not deal with methods of analysis based on 
spectroscopy, interferometry, chromatography and similar techniques. 
These will be the subject of other British Standards, if or when their

Rubber Suction Hose for Fire-fighting Purposes 


The fire-fighting hose specified in this new British Standard has a 
lining which is partially embedded with wire, i.e. the internal helical 
wire of the hose is buried in the lining to such an extent that only 
its crests are visible in the bore of the product. The specification is 
the first of two Parts, the second of which will deal with hose having 
asmooth rubber lining. 

Three sizes of bore are provided for: 3 in., 4 in. and 54 in. Require- 
ments are specified for construction and materials, dimensions and 
tolerances, and for couplings and tying in. Detailed requirements are 
lid down for the hydraulic test, and for physical tests on the finished 
dose.

Yugoslavia’s Expanding Economy Offers Good Propects for U.K. Exporters 


7 UGOSLAVIA’S economy is expanding fast. She needs raw 
materials but, above all, equipment for her fast-growing industry. 
There is thus ample scope for British exporters, including those 

who are willing to seek manufacturing agreements with Yugoslav 
enterprises. This is a form of industrial co-operation which some 
United Kingdom firms, but more of our foreign competitors, have 
found useful, especially as such agreements carry exclusive rights of 
import for the foreign firm pending the usually substantial period 
until local manufacture is achieved. With the recent introduction of 
five-year cover by Export Credits Guarantee Department for capital 
goods business with Yugoslavia and the prospect of increased Yugoslav 
earnings of sterling in 1960 and thereafter, British firms are well 
placed for an expansion of exports. They must, however, expect to 
find, as in most countries in the present world buyers’ market, sub- 
stantial competition. However, United Kingdom exports have a high 
reputation, and once they are more widely known (at present Yugo- 
slavia is comparatively ignorant of the very wide range of machinery 
that United Kingdom industry can offer), willing buyers will be found 
in plenty. 

Those visitors who return to Belgrade after an absence of two or 
three years are all astonished at the change which has come over the 
town 1n so short a time. New shops and departmental stores showing 
a variety of goods (including a wide range of locally-produced con- 
sumer durables) now exist where before little of the kind was to be 
seen. Streets formerly almost empty of traffic are now so full of cars 
that Belgrade has its own parking problem. To a visitor from Western 
Europe the town still lacks colour, despite the best efforts of the 
architects and the municipal authorities, but the improvement in so 
short a time is altogether remarkable; and it is typical of the upsurge 
of economic activity over the whole country which impresses most 


observers as a remarkable and, on the whole, soundly-based achieve- 
ment. 


This improvement has been made possible by a steady expansion 
in the Yugoslav economy. Industrial production has increased on 
average by around 12 per cent. annually for the past three years. A 
determined export drive has seen exports rising year by year (on an 
average 12 per cent. annually over the years 1957 to 1959). This year 
the wheat and maize harvests (at 4 million and nearly 7 million tons) 
have both been records. For the first time since the war, the country 
will not depend on imported wheat supplies in 1960. The large 
maize crop will provide a useful surplus for export next year — much 
of it to the United Kingdom. Both these factors will mean an appreci- 
able improvement in Yugoslavia’s foreign currency position in 1960. 
The rise in industrial production will also mean higher exports 
(industrial exports have risen by 17 per cent. in 1959) and savings on 
imports of certain types of goods. National income in 1959 is expected 
to be 16-17 per cent. higher than in 1958. Wages and salaries have 
risen substantially this year while prices have remained fairly static. 
As a result personal consumption has grown, producing a noteworthy 
improvement in living standards. 


Foreign Trade Policy Liberalized 


With the improvement in her foreign currency position, Yugoslavia 
has more room for manoeuvre in planning her foreign trade. She will 
continue to depend on foreign credits (now increasingly commercial 
rather than governmental) to finance her continued demand for capital 
equipment for industry, but these will no longer bulk so large in 
proportion to her overseas earnings as they have done until recently. 
The nominal balance of payments deficit in 1958, on an import figure 
of £245 million, was £64 million after allowing only for Yugoslavia’s 
earnings from exports and invisible items. However, of this {£64 
million, an amount of £31-5 million consisted of shipments under 
United States aid which did not require to be paid for in foreign 
currency, leaving a balance of £32-5 million to be met from repara- 
tions, foreign credits and grants, as well as private remittances. The 
requirement for United States surplus agricultural products is likely 
to decrease sharply in 1960 (due to the successes in agricultural 
production mentioned above). The actual deficit to be financed from 
loans and credits in 1960 is expected to represent a still smaller 
proportion of the country’s overseas earnings than in 1958 or 1959. 

Unlike other Communist countries, Yugoslavia is not one where 
trade is conducted by a handful of State trading organizations. Her 
foreign trade policy has been substantially liberalized over the past 
seven years. Permits to engage in foreign trade are given to a large 
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number of authorized enterprises and factories whose names appey 
on the Foreign Trade Register. Import and export enterprises ap 
allowed wide initiative, within the framework of the Government; 
general economic policy, in running their affairs. No attempt is mag 
at detailed central planning of foreign trade (except, generally speak. 
ing, by the broad allocation of resources to different categories ¢ 
of industry and trade). Scarce foreign exchange, however, is ng 
usually made available for non-essential imports, or for goods whic 
can be produced locally, unless manufacturing capacity is ful) 
extended. 

As a rapidly developing country, Yugoslavia’s import requirement 
are chiefly raw materials and equipment for her own expandin 





industry. There is little continuing market for consumer good 
many of which can now be produced in Yugoslavia, though a sma 
quantity is imported, mainly from countries in Eastern Europe with 
which Yugoslavia has bilateral trade agreements. However, rising 
consumer demand may make for periodical relaxations of impor 
policy in this field. As her heavy industry expands, Yugoslavia herself 
can produce a surprising amount of the capital equipment she needs, 
but for a long time to come she will continue to be a substantid 
importer of both capital and semi-capital goods. 


Manufacturing agreements with overseas firms now play a ven 
important role in the supply of capital equipment. A large number ¢ 
such agreements have now been signed with Italian, West German, 
Austrian and some British firms. They usually provide initially fo 
assembly, and eventually manufacture, under licence. Provision fa 
royalties is made on a percentage basis, or by outright payment for 
the manufacturing licence. Frequently, agreements of this kin 
result in a virtual closing against competitors of the market for th 
goods to be produced, since it is official policy to standardize, so fx 
as possible, on certain models. Our main competitors have alread) 
made substantial inroads into the market by this means. 


Britain Relatively Unknown 


Though West Germany and Italy are well to the front amon 
European suppliers, this does not mean that British firms need regard 
the market as virtually closed. On the contrary, Yugoslav official 
concerned with the investment programme would welcome a higher 
proportion of British supplies. Our trouble is that, as a major industria 
producer, Britain is still relatively unknown, except in a very limited 
number of fields. British firms have already done well in agricultunl 
equipment, particularly tractors which are produced by a Yugosla 
manufacturing enterprise under an agreement with a United Kingdom 
manufacturer. Among a growing list, there are also manufacturing 
agreements with United Kingdom firms for diesel engines, rotay 
cultivators, grain driers and refrigerating equipment. The nev 
slaughterhouses which have been built for the expanding livestock 
industry have - many of them — British equipment. But new poss 
bilities are continually emerging and much more can be done to make 
British firms better-known in a wider field. 


At present the Yugoslav authorities are particularly interested » 
developing their food and animal foodstuffs industries. Loans are t 
be made to local enterprises for the establishment of plants for the 
processing and packaging of a wide range of agricultural product 
and for the production of a wide range of animal fodder, and con 
stituent parts, from local materials. A representative of the British 
Food Machinery Association has recently discussed these plans 0 
Belgrade with the Investment Bank and with some of the Yugosla 
enterprises and designers concerned. Provided British firms can suppl! 
equipment on acceptable terms, these discussions should lead to the 
placing of orders for British equipment. Other very active possibilities 
are sugar machinery, plant for producing artificial fibres (an entirel} 
new field for Yugoslavia), steel-making plant, pulp and paper mills, 
plant for plastics manufacture, petrochemicals and (a related possibi- 
ity with an expanding local supply of crude oil) oil refinery equipment 

A visit by United Kingdom industrialists under the aegis of th 
Federation of British Industries is planned for the spring of 1960 t 
examine longer-term possibilities both for the supply of equipment 
and for the signature of more manufacturing agreements covering 4 
much wider field than hitherto. 

At present, the United Kingdom ranks fifth among Yugoslavia’s 
suppliers, after the United States, Western Germany, Italy and th 
U.S.S.R. British exports totalled nearly £11 million in 1958 and £8

million up to the end of September this year, of which £4-7 million 
was for machinery. The opportunities for expansion now exist. In 
September 1959, the Export Credits Guarantee Department decided 
to extend cover for exports to Yugoslavia and introduced a limited 
amount on terms up to five years for appropriate business. The taking 
up of the recent United Kingdom loan of £3 million, now fully com- 
mitted among a large number of exporters, has served to introduce 
manufacturers of a large variety of equipment to many Yugoslav 
buyers for the first time. Yugoslavia’s sterling earnings in 1960 will 
certainly increase. Last year, Yugoslav exports to Britain were a record 
at £13-08 million. This year they have so far fallen back slightly 
((9-9 million up to the end of September compared with {10-6 
million for the first nine months of 1958) but this is not surprising 
as there was not the same surplus of maize available for export to the 
United Kingdom from the 1958 harvest as there was last year. The 
drop of about £3 million in maize exports has been practically made 
good by increased exports of other goods, particularly tinned meat, 
which totalled £3-8 million up to the end of September, compared 
with {2-2 million during the first nine months of 1958. There is 
every prospect that this trade will increase next year, and with a 
substantial maize surplus from this year’s record harvest, considerably 
more sterling will be available for purchases in the United Kingdom. 
The Yugoslav authorities are convinced of the long-term importance 
to them of the United Kingdom market and may be counted upon 
not only to seek to expand exports to it but also to increase Yugoslav 
purchases in the United Kingdom. British firms must be able to com- 
pete with Italian, German, French and other suppliers not only in 
price and technical quality but also in credit terms. Italy in particular 
has shown great readiness to provide credit for exports to Yugoslavia. 
The selection of good agents is necessary and not easy. Under Yugo- 
slav law, foreign agency firms are not allowed to operate in Yugoslavia 
and resident representation can only be handled by Yugoslav agency 
enterprises. ‘here are now some 60 of these, many of them large 
concerns with up to 100 employees, operating several departments. 
A few of the bigger ones handle perhaps some 30 foreign agencies, 
and it is often not easy to find an enterprise with the right kind of 
expertize, qualified staff and contacts. 


Value of Personal Visits 


But this difficulty has not discouraged other foreign exporters 
and can always be offset by backing up agents’ efforts with regular 
visits. ‘hese are in any cases desirable in this market where the 
comparatively rare business visitor from the United Kingdom will 
find a ready welcome if he will take the trouble to make himself 
known. He must project both himself and his goods. But his task will 
be lightened by much friendliness and pro-British feeling, on the 
part of both officials and businessmen. British firms could do more 
to make their products known by exhibiting at Yugoslav trade fairs. 
The autumn fair at Zagreb, in particular, is a large and well-run 
affair of long standing. Here large national pavilions are the order of 
the day. But this is no reason why United Kingdom firms should not 
exhibit. Many of them seem to be discouraged from doing so by the 
absence of any assurance that foreign exchange will be available to 
pay for goods exhibited. This consideration does not inhibit our 
competitors who get over the difficulty by carefully selecting for 
showing goods that they know will find a ready sale or even be paid 
for from existing foreign exchange quotas of importers. 


However the United Kingdom exporter decides to go about his 
job of selling, the Commercial Department of this Embassy will be 
very willing to give him any help or advice he needs. As a first step, 
the recently revised ‘Hints to Businessmen’ visiting Yugoslavia offers 
auseful introduction to some of the technicalities of the market.

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Technical Requirements for Motor Vehicles 


[THE NETHERLANDS Staatsblad No. 206 contains a Royal decree 
dated June 2, 1959, amending road traffic regulations in the Nether- 
unds. A translation of an extract from that decree is given below: 
‘The rear wheels of motor-vehicles shall be shielded with mudflaps over 
heir entire width in such a way that the distance from the lower edge of the 
qudflap to the surface of the road shall not be more than 2/5 of the distance 
fom the mudflap to the rear axle of the vehicles measured horizontally. 
This provision shall not apply to: 

(I) two-wheel motor-vehicles whether or not with sidecar; 

(II) motor-vehicles that must not or cannot travel faster than 20 kilo- 

metres an hour; 
“II1) motor-vehicles not having a complete coachwork. 


Furthermore, motor-vehicles shall have one or more mirrors fitted in the 
way described below. These mirrors will not be considered in determining 
he width of the vehicles: 

(I) Except for two- or three-wheel motor-vehicles the dead weight of 

which does not exceed 400 kg. and in which the driver’s seat is 
located in such a way that from his seat the driver has a full view of 
the road at his back, motor-vehicles shall be fitted with at least one 
rear-vision mirror enabling the driver to get a full view of the left 
side of the road at his back from his seat; 
Except for motor-vehicles in which the driver’s seat is located in 
such a way that from it he has a full view of the road on his right, 
motor vehicles shall be fitted with an external mirror on the right- 
hand side enabling the driver to obtain a full view of the road on 
his right from his seat.’

Escape Clause Application on Typewriters 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have instituted an investi- 
gation under the ‘Escape Clause’ procedure into imports of typewriters 
classifiable under paragraph 1791 of the Tariff Act of 1930.

Amended Deposit Regulations 


THE MANAGING BOARD of the International Exchange 
mission agreed at their Session No. 560 on November 19, 1959, 
modify the 1956 regulations governing deposits required for goog, 
not immediately available: 


(1) For machinery, equipment, plant, and capital goods, whose mam, 
facture must be ordered by the importer, the latter may make, 
partial deposit equivalent to one-tenth of the whole deposit stipulate 
for these goods. 

(2) 'To obtain this concession the importer must prove to the Manag; 
Board of the International Exchange Commission by producing th 
contract and a list of the goods to be imported that the latter are 
be manufactured. 

(3) The one-tenth deposit will enable the importer to import the goog 
when ready provided that the remaining nine-tenths of the deposi 
valid at the time of making the partial deposit is made. The good 
may not be shipped before the whole deposit is made. The one-tenth 
deposit will be valid for 12 months and may only be extended at th 
discretion of the Managing Board. Foreign exchange for the transa. 
tion may not be obtained nor the deposit returned before the expin 
of the specified period for normal import deposits. The Consu!' 
copy of the deposit receipt is not to be handed over to the importe 
until the full deposit has been lodged. 

(4) The commercial banks may open documentary letters of credit yp 
to the value of this one-tenth but the latter must expressly state th 
they cannot be made effective nor shipment made until the ful 
deposit has been lodged. In these cases the banks must obtain adequat 
guarantees that the rest of the deposit will be lodged at the right time 


Import Licensing and Exchange Control 


FURTHER DETAILS of the extension of import licensing require. 
ments, notice of which appeared in the Board of Trade Journal o 
December 18, 1959, are now available. The regulations were published 
on December 10. 


The new regulations are entitled Instruction No. 4 of the Currenc 
Stabilization Fund and supersede the previous Instruction No. 4 
(see Board of Trade Journal of March 13, 1959, page 663). The new 
instruction imposes import restrictions on the majority of goods 
imported into Cuba classifying them in the categories reported in the 
Board of Trade Journal of December 18. Licences must be obtained 
before ordering the goods. 


Whereas goods subject to licensing under earlier arrangement 
(which are still in force) had to be, and must still be covered by letten 
of credit, goods subject to licensing under the new Instruction can be 
paid for by means other than letters of credit, including sight draft 
and other types of bills, c.o.d., and open credit. Permission is required 
for all payments. Letters of credit under the new regulation must be 
for specific amounts and must be accompanied by full details of the 
transaction. Existing credits which do not comply with the nev 
regulations must be re-submitted to the Stabilization Fund (the 
Embassy say that this is causing considerable delays). 

The Instruction also imposes limitations on travel, but some 
relaxation on personal exports of currency for the purchase of books 
and magazines.

Man-Made Fibre Piece-Goods of Japanese Origin 


\N THE Board of Trade Journal of October 23, 1959 (page 611) and 
November 6, 1959 (page 717), attention was drawn to the Japanese 
Government’s decision to limit exports to Australia of rayon and 
ther man-made fibre piece-goods to 8,000,000 square yards a year, 
pending a Tariff Board Inquiry and Report. 


The Australian Department of Customs and Excise has now 
imnounced that a revised Standing By-law to Tariff Item 449 (A) (1) 


Sin course of issue and will operate on and from December 10, 
1959: 


‘Piece-goods: 

‘Woven, in the grey (i.e. both “in the gum” or “boiled off’’), in 
widths exceeding 12 ins., otherwise classifiable under Tariff Item 
105 (D) (1) (a), the value for duty of which does not exceed 30d. per 
square yard, for use in the manufacture of screen-printed or roller- 
printed piece-goods, subject to the condition that the piece-goods will 
not be printed in widths 12 ins. or less, under security.’ 


The Australian Department of Trade has advised that man-made 
ibre piece-goods of Japanese origin which are entered under Tariff 


Item 449 (A) (1) in accordance with this By-law are excluded from 
the export ceiling being applied by the Japanese Government to 
man-made fibre piece-goods. 


This exclusion is additional to that previously notified in the Board 
of Trade Journal of November 6, 1959 (i.e. goods admitted under 
Tariff Item 105 (D) (4)), although it will be appreciated that goods 
covered by the revised By-law would also qualify for admission under 
Tariff Item 105 {D) (4) and if entry were being effected under that 
Item they would be entitled to exclusion from the export ceiling. 


The condition, which will be endorsed on both the original and 
the duplicate of future licences issued for man-made fibre piece-goods 
of Japanese origin which are to be entered under Tariff Item 105 (D) 
(4) or Tariff Item 449 (A) (1), will be as follows: 


“This licence is issued subject to the condition that the goods covered 
by the licence or importation will be entered under Tariff Item 105 
(D) (4) or Tariff Item 449 (A) (1) and subsequently will be used only in 
accordance with the provisions of the Customs By-law appertaining to 
the Item concerned.’ 


This supersedes the endorsement specified in the Board of Trade 
Journal of November 6, 1959 (page 717).

The Government accepted, inter alia, the recommendation that 
protection granted to the stearic acid and oleic acid industry should be 
extended for a further period of three years from January 1, 1960, at the 
existing rate of duty, i.e. 35 per cent. ad valorem or 50 naye paise per Ilb., 
whichever is higher.
